Fiscal Court releases the state 
of Bracken County for 2013 


Bracken County Judge 
Executive Earl Bush and the 
Bracken County Fiscal Court 
are pleased with the State of 
the County beginning in Jan¬ 
uary of 2013. As of the end 
of 2012, the General Fund 
contained $3,440,342, up 
from $3,156,473 at the end 
of 201 land $3,092,997 at the 
end of 2010. The Road Fund 
contained $422,289, up from 
$195,918 at the end of 2011, 
but down from $492,743 
at the end of 2010. The tax 
rate deceased in 2012 to .401 
from .402 at the end of 2011 
and .403 at the end of 2010.

Tidbits of Kentucky Folklore

Conclusion 

Soda pop used to come 
in heavy bottles with a queer 
stopper. It almost hurt the 
hand to press down the stop¬ 
per slowly; to hit it suddenly 
caused an explosion. One was 
sure to get some of the colored 
water and sugar and flavoring 
on his Sunday-go-to-meeting 
shirt. 

The ice cream was the big 
thing, of course. It was served 
in saucers, with teacakes add¬ 
ed. 

Once when I was selling 
cream, a boy ate three sau¬ 
cers in rapid succession and 
walked off, without paying, 
just as a joke on the stand. My 
dignity has not yet recovered 
from that affront. 

Boys who had a few extra 
dimes treated their girls. Some 
boys were either too stingy or 
too poor to spend anything. We 


fellows who ran the stands felt 
ashamed of them and some¬ 
times told them so. 

Candy was just candy 
then, nothing fancy. Stick 
candy was the kind most often 
sold. We had whole buckets of 
it in pound packages and sold 
it with considerable profiteer¬ 
ing, though custom forbade us 
asking more than a nickel for a 
bottle of pop. 

Crackerjack, often pretty 
stale, was devoured in great 
gobs. In each package was a 
prize, often kept indefinitely, 
some little metal toy or a small 
balloon, worth about five cents 
a hundred, 

The numerous things we 
sold were just extra. The real 
eating came with the dinner 
on the ground. By mid-after¬ 
noon we could count on see¬ 
ing several small children and 
sometimes older people who 
had eaten so much that they 
had become sick. Thus did 
we enjoy ourselves, creating 
lifelong stomach ailments for 
some of us.

GRAND JURY 
INDICTMENTS 

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Patrick L. Hin¬ 
ton and Scotty Workman on 
Thursday, January 17, 2013. 

The Grand Jury charges 
that on or about August 2, 
2012, Patrick Hinton: (1) 
committed the offense of first 
degree rape when he engaged 
in sexual intercourse with 
an unnamed adult female by 
forcible compulsion; (2) com¬ 
mitted the offense of kidnap¬ 
ping when he unlawfully re¬ 
strained an unnamed female 
with the intent to inflict bodily 
harm or to terrorize the vic¬ 
tim; (3) commit the offense of 
attempted murder when with 
the intent to cause the death of 
another person, attempted to 
cause the death of such person, 
to-wit: he repeatedly strangled 
an unnamed adult female with 
the intent to kill her, having 
told her that he couldn’t let 
her live; and (4) committed 
the offense of being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender, second 
degree, when he being more 
than 21 years of age: (a) that 
prior to August 6, 2012, he 
was convicted of second-de¬ 
gree criminal possession of a 
forged instrument (3 counts), 
under an indictment in the 
Mason Circuit Court and was 
sentenced by final judgement 
of November 14, 2008, - or 
- he was convicted of receiv¬ 


ing stolen property - firearm, 
under an indictment before 
the Mason Circuit Court and 
was sentenced by final judge¬ 
ment on November 14, 2008; 
and, (b) at the time of the 
commission of the offenses 
in (a) above, Hinton was over 
18 years of age; and, (c) that 
pursuant to the conviction 
identified under (a) of this 
count, he was sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment of one 
year or more; and, (d) that he 
was on probation from at least 
one of his prior felony convic¬ 
tions on August 6, 2012, the 
time of the commission of the 
felony offense under counts 1, 
2, and 3 above. Counts 1-3 are 
punishable by 10-20 years im¬ 
prisonment with enhancement 
due to count 4 if convicted. 

The grand jury charges 
that on or about June 29, 
2012, Scotty Workman: (1) 
committed the offense of re¬ 
ceiving stolen property when 
he knowingly and unlawfully 
received, retained or disposed 
of certain movable property 
belonging to another knowing 
it to have been stolen, to-wit:

Heart on License 

Starting Jan. 23, 2013, 
you can add a symbol that 
stands for hope and generos¬ 
ity on something you carry 
with you everywhere: your 
driver’s license. Like Indi¬ 
ana, Ohio and several other 
states, Kentuckians will soon 
have the option to have an 
organ donor heart printed on 
their license. 

“For more than 20 years, 
the Circuit Clerks of Ken¬ 
tucky have been educating 
communities about the life¬ 
saving mission of organ do¬ 
nation. Thousands of kids 
and adults are waiting for an 
organ transplant today. Now, 
Kentuckians can proudly 
show their support for these 
patients in need,” explains 
Bracken County Circuit 
Court Clerk, Kathy Free. 

When renewing a li¬ 
cense, deputy clerks ask all 
Kentuckians if they would 
like to be a registered organ 
donor. Everyone who says 
“Yes” will have the option to 
have a small, blue heart with 
the words “Organ Donor” 
printed on his or her license. 
The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet has worked hand 
in hand with the Kentucky 
Circuit Court Clerks and the 
Trust for Life to get the heart 
symbol added to driver’s li¬ 
cense and ID cards. 

“This is an important 
advancement in Kentucky. 
The organ donor heart will 
emphasize that it’s not about 
signing the back of your li¬ 
cense anymore. It’s about 
saying Wes’ and joining 
the Kentucky Organ Donor 
Registry,” explained Shelley 
Snyder, Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky Circuit 
Court Clerks’ Trust For Life. 

Each day 18 patients 
die waiting for a life-saving 
organ transplant. Every 10 
minutes a new name is added 
to the waiting list. Only 35 
percent of Kentuckians are 
registered organ donors. 

“Everyone who comes 
into my office for a driver’s 
license or ID can add his or 
her name to the confidential 
registry and receive the Organ 
Donor Heart. Every heart we 
print, gives hope to patients 
and families in need,” ex¬ 
plained Kathy Free. 

All Kentucky residents 
can join the Kentucky Organ 
Donor Registry at their Cir¬ 
cuit Court Clerk’s office or 
online at www.donatelifeky. 
org.

On September 27, 1862, 
The Civil War made its way 
to Augusta, Kentucky, where 
a fierce fight left the city in 
burning mins. A brave home- 
guard faced John Hunt Mor¬ 
gan’s legendary rebel Raid¬ 
ers, led by Col. Basil Duke. 
The battle was marked by 
confusion and chaos that saw 
some men burned alive in the 
homes they were trying to 
protect. While Duke and his 
men won the skirmish, the 
Confederate Colonel would 
call it one of the darkest days 
of his life. The chaotic battle 
is only now being understood 
150 years later. A transcript 
from a court-martial over the 
battle has been discovered 
at the National Archives in 
Washington, D.C. Because 
of Jeff Shaara, Nick Cloo¬ 
ney, Don Clark & other KY 
historians the full story can 
now be told. 

Sean Thomas and Steve 
Oldfield, two Public History 
graduate students at North¬ 
ern Kentucky University 
have created a virtual tour to 
commemorate the 150th an¬ 
niversary of the Battle of Au¬ 
gusta. During production last 
August, they quickly realized 
this was a story they needed 
to tell. They had more than 
enough material to create a 
full-length documentary. 

Since then they inter¬ 
viewed Gods and Generals 
author Jeff Shaara and they 


have conducted new research 
on that fateful day by using 
the recently discovered tran¬ 
scripts of the court-martial 
of two gunboat captains who 
were there. They are hoping 
Bracken Countians and Au¬ 
gusta community members 
will join them in telling this 
important story. 

They need funding to 
complete their project. Their 
goal is to raise $10,000 to get 
the documentary ready for 
broadcast and distribution, 
and your pledge will help 
them share it with schools 
across Kentucky. 

They are using an inno¬ 
vative new fundraising tool 
on the internet known as 
Kickstarter.

31st at 10 a.m. and also at 
6:30 p.m. These meetings 
will be at the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty Extension office. 

If you have allowed your 
certification to expire, you 
are no longer on our data 
base and will not be con¬ 
tacted by the Extension staff. 
You can become recertified 
by attending one of the listed 
meetings. Certification is re¬ 
quired to purchase Restricted 
Use Chemicals, but is also 
required to apply chemicals 
on your farm. This would 
include Non Restricted Use 
Chemicals. Helpful informa¬ 
tion is available at this train¬ 
ing including new chemi¬ 
cal use recommendations, 
weed ID, safety guidelines, 
and Worker Protection Stan¬ 
dards. New standards are in 
place for certification and 
you must attend a training 
every 3 years. Also this year, 
Pesticide Certification may 
be required for certain Phase 
I Cost Share Programs.

Bracken awarded 
Federal Funds 

Bracken County has 
been awarded Federal Funds 
made available through the 
Department of Homeland Se¬ 
curity (DHS/Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency 
Under the Emergency Food 
and Shelter National Board 
Program. 

Bracken County has been 
chosen to receive $19,617 to 
supplement emergency food 
and shelter programs in the 
county. 

The selection was made 
by a National Board that is 
chaired by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security’s 
Federal Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency and consists of 
representatives from Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross; Catholic Char¬ 
ities, USA; National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the 
USA; The Jewish Federa¬ 
tions of North America, The 
Salvation Army; and, United 
Way Worldwide. The Local 
Board was charged to dis¬ 
tribute funds appropriated by 
Congress to help expand the 
capacity of food and shelter 
programs in high-need areas 
around the country. 

A Local Board will deter¬ 
mine how the funds awarded 
to Bracken County are to be 
distributed among the emer¬ 
gency food and shelter pro¬ 
grams run by local service 
agencies in the area. The Lo¬ 
cal Board is responsible for 
recommending agencies to 
receive these funds and any 
additional funds made avail¬ 
able under this phase of the 
program. 

Under the terms of the 
grant from the National 
Board, local agencies chosen 
to receive funds must: 1) be 
private voluntary non-profits 
or units of government, 2) be 
eligible to receive Federal 
funds, 3) have an accounting 
system, 4) practice nondis¬ 
crimination, 5) have demon¬ 
strated the capability to de¬ 
liver emergency food and/or 
shelter programs, and 6) if 
they are a private voluntary 
organization, have a volun¬ 
tary board. Qualifying agen¬ 
cies are urged to apply. 

Bracken County has dis¬ 
tributed Emergency Food 
and Shelter funds previously 
with Licking Valley Commu¬ 
nity Action Program partici¬ 
pating.

USD A FINALIZES NEW 
MICROLOAN PRO¬ 
GRAM 

Microloans up to $35,000 
aim to assist small farm¬ 
ers, veterans, and disad¬ 
vantaged producers 

Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack announced 
a new microloan program 
from the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) de¬ 
signed to help small and 
family operations, beginning 
and socially disadvantaged 
farmers secure loans under 
$35,000. The new microloan 
program is aimed at bolster¬ 
ing the progress of produc¬ 
ers through their start-up 
years by providing needed 
resources and helping to in¬ 
crease equity so that farmers 
may eventually graduate to 
commercial credit and ex¬ 
pand their operations. The 
microloan program will also 
provide a less burdensome, 
more simplified application 
process in comparison to tra¬ 
ditional farm loans. 

"I have met several 
small and beginning farm¬ 
ers, returning veterans and 
disadvantaged producers in¬ 
terested in careers in farm¬ 
ing who too often must rely 
on credit cards or personal 
loans with high interest rates 
to finance their start-up op¬ 
erations,” said Vilsack. "By 
further expanding access to 
credit to those just starting 
to put down roots in farm¬ 
ing, USD A continues to help 
grow a new generation of 
farmers, while ensuring the 
strength of an American agri¬ 
culture sector that drives our 
economy, creates jobs, and 
provides the most secure and 
affordable food supply in the 
world. 

The new microloans, 
said Vilsack, represent how 
USD A continues to make 
year-over-year gains in ex¬ 
panding credit opportunities 
for minority, socially-disad¬ 
vantaged and young and be¬ 
ginning farmers and ranchers 
across the United States. The 
final rule establishing the mi¬ 
croloan program will be pub¬ 
lished in the Jan. 17 issue of 
the Federal Register. 

Administered through 
USDA's Farm Service Agen¬ 
cy (FSA) Operating Loan 
Program, the new microloan 
program offers credit options 
and solutions to a variety of 
producers. FSA has a long 
history of providing agri¬ 
cultural credit to the nation's 
farmers and ranchers through 
its Operating Loan Program. 
In assessing its programs, 
FSA evaluated the needs of 
smaller farm operations and 
any unintended barriers to 
obtaining financing. For be¬ 
ginning farmers and ranchers, 
for instance, the new micro¬ 
loan program offers a simpli¬ 
fied loan application process. 
In addition, for those who 
want to grow niche crops to 
sell directly to ethnic mar¬ 
kets and farmers markets, the 
microloan program offers a 
path to obtain financing. For 
past FSA Rural Youth Loan 
recipients, the microloan 
program provides a bridge 
to successfully transition to 
larger-scale operations. 

Since 2009, USDA has 
made a record amount of farm 
loans through FSA—more 
than 128,000 loans totaling 
nearly $18 billion. USDA 
has increased the number of 
loans to beginning farmers 
and ranchers from 11,000 
loans in 2008 to 15,000 
loans in 2011. More than 
40 percent of USDA's farm 
loans now go to beginning 
farmers. In addition, USDA 
has increased its lending to 
socially-disadvantaged pro¬ 
ducers by nearly 50 percent 
since 2008. 

Producers can apply for a 
maximum of $35,000 to pay 
for initial start-up expenses 
such as hoop houses to ex¬ 
tend the growing season, 
essential tools, irrigation, 
delivery vehicles, and an¬ 
nual expenses such as seed,

fertilizer, utilities, land rents, 
marketing, and distribution 
expenses. As their financing 
needs increase, applicants 
can apply for an operating 
loan up to the maximum 
amount of $300,000 or ob¬ 
tain financing from a com¬ 
mercial lender under FSA's 
Guaranteed Loan Program. 

USDA farm loans can be 
used to purchase land, live¬ 
stock, equipment, feed, seed, 
and supplies, or be to con¬ 
struct buildings or make farm 
improvements. Small farm¬ 
ers often rely on credit cards 
or personal loans, which 
carry high interest rates and 
have less flexible payment 
schedules, to finance their 
operations. Expanding ac¬ 
cess to credit, USDA's mi¬ 
croloan will provide a simple 
and flexible loan process for 
small operations. 

Producers interested in 
applying for a microloan 
may contact their local Farm 
Service Agency office. 

The Obama Adminis¬ 
tration, with Agriculture 
Secretary Vilsack's leader¬ 
ship, has worked tirelessly 
to strengthen rural America, 
maintain a strong farm safety 
net, and create opportunities 
for America's farmers and 
ranchers. U.S. agriculture is 
currently experiencing one 
of its most productive pe¬ 
riods in American history 
thanks to the productivity, 
resiliency, and resourceful¬ 
ness of our producers.

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Nominees announced for vacant 
judgeship in Bracken, Fleming 
and Mason counties 


The Judicial Nominating 
Commission, led by Chief 
Justice of Kentucky John D. 
Minton Jr., today announced 
nominees to fill the vacant 
District Court judgeship in 
the 19th Judicial District, 
which is composed of Brack¬ 
en, Fleming and Mason 
counties. 

The three attorneys 
named as nominees to fill 
the vacancy are Kathryn B. 
Hendrickson, Frank Howard 
McCartney and Jeffrey Louis 
Schumacher. 

Hendrickson, of 

Maysville, served as the 
commonwealth’s attorney 
for Bracken, Fleming and 
Mason counties from 2007 
to Jan. 6, 2013. She received 
her juris doctor from North¬ 
ern Kentucky University 
Salmon P. Chase College of 
Law. McCartney, of Flem- 
ingsburg, serves as assistant 
Fleming County attorney and 
is a partner in the law firm of 
Suit, McCartney, Price, Price 
& Ruark in Flemingsburg. 
He received his juris doctor 
from the University of Ken¬ 
tucky School of Law. Schum¬ 
acher, of Maysville, serves as 
a District Court trial commis¬ 
sioner and the Mason County 
master commissioner and as 
counsel for several Mason 
County government boards, 
including the local planning 
commission. He received his 
juris doctor from Northern 
Kentucky University Salmon 
P. Chase College of Law. 

The judicial vacancy was 
created when Judge W. Todd 
Walton II resigned effective 
Sept. 10, 2012. 

District Court: District 
Court judges handle juvenile 
matters, city and county ordi¬ 
nances, misdemeanors, vio¬ 
lations, traffic offenses, pro¬ 
bate of wills, arraignments, 
felony probable cause hear¬ 
ings, small claims involving 
$2,500 or less, civil cases in¬ 
volving $5,000 or less, vol¬ 
untary and involuntary men¬ 
tal commitments and cases 
relating to domestic violence 
and abuse. 

Judicial Nominating 
Process: When a judicial 
vacancy occurs, the execu¬ 
tive secretary of the Judicial 
Nominating Commission 
publishes a notice of vacan¬ 


cy in the judicial circuit or 
the judicial district affected. 
Attorneys may recommend 
someone or nominate them¬ 
selves. The names of the 
applicants are not released. 
Once nominations occur, 
the individuals interested in 
the position return a ques¬ 
tionnaire to the Office of the 
Chief Justice. Chief Justice 
Minton then meets with the 
Judicial Nominating Com¬ 
mission to choose three nom¬ 
inees. Because the Kentucky 
Constitution requires that 
three names be submitted to 
the governor, in some cases 
the commission submits an 
attorney’s name even though 
the attorney did not apply. A 
letter naming the three nomi¬ 
nees is sent to Gov. Steve 
Beshear for review. The gov¬ 
ernor has 60 days to appoint 
a replacement, and his office 
makes the announcement. 

Makeup of the Judicial 
Nominating Commission: 
The Judicial Nominating 
Commission is established 
in the Kentucky Constitu¬ 
tion. Ky. Const. § 118; SCR 
6.000, et seq. The commis¬ 
sion has seven members. The 
membership is comprised 
of the chief justice of Ken¬ 
tucky (who also serves as 
chair), two lawyers elected 
by all the lawyers in their 
circuit/district and four Ken¬ 
tucky citizens who are ap¬ 
pointed by the governor. The 
four citizens appointed by 
the governor must equally 
represent the two major po¬ 
litical parties, so two must be 
Democrats and two must be 
Republicans. It is the respon¬ 
sibility of the commission to 
submit a list of three names 
to the governor and the gov¬ 
ernor must appoint a judge 
from this list of three. 

Administrative Office of 
the Courts: The Administra¬ 
tive Office of the Courts in 
Frankfort is the operations 
arm for the state court sys¬ 
tem. The AOC supports the 
activities of nearly 3,300 
court system employees and 
403 elected justices, judges 
and circuit court clerks. As 
the fiscal agent for the state 
court system, the AOC ex¬ 
ecutes the Judicial Branch 
budget.

Senator Webb, who was 
a key player in the negotia¬ 
tions of the tobacco Settle¬ 
ment Money Agreement 
(House Bill 611) in 2000, 
said that she is looking for¬ 
ward to her appointment to 
the oversight committee.

The Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Fund Oversight 
Committee oversees the use 
of tobacco Master Settlement 
Agreement money, which 
was created with the passage 
of HB 611. The Committee 
also addresses a wide range 
of issues that pertain to re¬ 
quests to the board for grants 
and loans; to expenditures 
under the Early Childhood 
Development Fund and the 
Kentucky Health Care Im¬ 
provement Fund; to efforts 



of agencies and educational 
institutions to assist in the re¬ 
vitalization and diversifica¬ 
tion of tobacco farms. 

“Tobacco Oversight 
deals with topics that are im¬ 
portant to Kentucky’s farm¬ 
ers and north eastern Ken¬ 
tucky,” the Senator added. 
“I look forward to hitting the 
ground running on this com¬ 
mittee.” 

Senator Webb has also 
been appointed to the Appro¬ 
priations and Revenue; Nat¬ 
ural Resources and Energy, 
and Agriculture committees. 
She will also serve on the 
Energy Special Subcommit¬ 
tee. 

The legislature convened 
at noon yesterday for a brief 
organizational session, which 
will conclude Friday. Legis¬ 
lators will return to Frankfort 
Tuesday, Feb. 5, to continue 
the 2013 Legislative Ses¬ 
sion.

The youth sportsman’s 
license is good for resident 
or non-resident hunters. This 
is a $25 value. The youth 
sportsman’s license includes 
a hunting license, a permit for 
one deer and a permit for one 
turkey. Youths 15 and younger 
do not need a fishing license, 
trout permit or migratory bird 
permit. 

Only Kentucky residents 
are eligible for an adult sports¬ 
man’s license. This is a $95 
value. The sportsman’s license 
includes a hunting and fishing 
license, spring and fall turkey 
permits, a deer permit, a state 
waterfowl permit and a trout 
permit.

Sports is less about pomp and 
final scores than about The 
Spread 

Final scores have never 
intrigued me. The element that 
stays on after scoreboards are 
turned off is The Spread. 

Time spread, how the drama 
builds then plays out from pre¬ 
game pomp to first whistle to final 
buzzer and what happens after. 
How athletes and fans and media 
... handle it. What intrigues me 
most is how media spins “what 
it all means.” Then, how fans 
synthesize what they’ve seen 
and how they read a result. 

When we pause to examine 
the level of our passion for 
winners and those who don’t, 
isn’t it curious how seldom we 
remember a score, but how often 
we recount in detail turning 
points, the “we wuz robbed” 
element, the high and low 
lights?

Unprecedented, John and Jim 
have arrived at the summit of their 
careers together and on opposite 
sidelines. Men who were boys 
who competed at baseball board 
games in the backyard, are going 
to Super Bowl XLVII. 

Task: Keeping cameras out 
of the faces of the coaches’ proud 
parents. 

Good stuff. 

• 20th anniversary. Western 
Kentucky honored its 1992- 
93 basketball team (26-6) last 
weekend. Coach Ralph Willard 
(who had the best job he ever 
quit) was on hand at Diddle Arena 
along with stars Mark Bell and 
Darnell Mee. Conspicuous by 
his absence, a sophomore on the 
1993 team and future Hilltoppers 
head coach, Darrin Horn. 

• Billy Donovan’s Florida 
team gave its coach his 400th 
career win.

Just like Paris, 
Augusta already owned a 
victory over the Polar Bears 
earlier in the season but that 
didn’t mean much in the 
tournament atmosphere. The 
1st quarter was a tight one 
as the two squads went back 
and forth and ended up tied 
at 13 apiece. Augusta started 
to take control in the 2nd 
quarter but Bracken County 
wasn’t about to give up. With 
each Panther run, the Polar 
Bears had a response as they 
kept the game close. At the 
half Augusta led, 33-29. In 
the 3rd quarter it was much 
of the same. The Panthers 
would make a run and get a 
sizable lead only to see the 
Polar Bears come back but 
there was one problem for 
Bracken County, they could 
get close but just could not 
take the lead. Augusta held 
strong with each Polar Bear 
run and started to pull away 
in the 4th quarter to advance 
to Saturday night’s cham¬ 
pionship game vs. Bishop 
Brossart, 67-56 

“We knew this would be 
a tough game, an emotional 
game,” said Coach Hinson, 
“And I counted on the team 
to do what we needed to do 
to win this game and that’s 
exactly what we did.”

So on Saturday night 
there were only two teams left 
standing in the 10th Region 
Class A Tournament, Augus¬ 
ta and Bishop Brossart.

The 1st quarter 
didn’t see a lot of scoring but 
it did see the Panthers take 
early control jumping out 
in front 12-7 only to see the 
Mustangs close out the quar¬ 
ter on a 4-0 run as Augusta 
led 12-11. In the 2nd quarter, 
foul trouble to force Brossart 
to go their bench early and 
often. Augusta meanwhile 
just kept hanging around and 
were about to go to the half 
tied when Brossart’s Justin 
Saunders snuck in a bas¬ 
ket just before the buzzer to 
make it a 25-23 Mustang lead 
at the break.
